Yesterday the citizens voted on four 
by-laws and the vote was the largest 
ever cast in the city. Twenty thous- 
and dollars was passed for a public 
libvary building, $110,000 for sewers 
and an unimportant by-law ratifying 
the verbal agreement with the Gener- 
ul Hospital board, was passed.

The mutineers 
murdered their aommander, his clerk 
and secretary and attacked the camp of 
soldiers. at Onyrung. Loyal. soldiera 
fled to the roofs of the houses of the 
village and the mutineers pillaged the 
village, securing one hundred. thousand 
dollars in money. They then joined 
the, rebels ip. Tsiking mountains. 
Troops have been. dispatched to arrest 
mutineers, 


Planning Venezuelan Revolution. 


Washington, D.C., August 13.—Senor 
Don August Pulido, for fifteen. years 
the representative of Venezuela in 
Washington, suddenly recalled last 
spring by President Castro, is now in 
New. York, planning with a nusaber 
of Venezuelans and some Americans 
a ‘revolution in his country, which it is 
expected will result in the downfall 
of Castro. It is learned from an un- 
pest evabin source that Pulido is in 
the city and has contirmed the revolu- 
tion plans.

What of the Harvest: 

Winter wheat is decidedly the:crop 
oi the Lethbridge district: In- spite 
of high water and’ dry weather the 
yield this year will be a record break- 
er. In fact it is believed that the 
pew acre will be greater than oats. 
stooks of grain are etanding so thick 
in the field that it requires a quiet 
horse and careful driving to make any 
progress over the stubble, The straw 
is long and clean, the heads are heavy 
and of good: length, and. the. kernela 
are wel} filled. The yield. ia expected 
to average from 36 to 40 buehels per 
acre and the grade will be exception- 
ally first class, - 

The spring wheat standa well but 
will only be a fair-crop. The eeed did 
not get a chance to sprout before the 
rains of the month of June and thie, 
followed by the continued dry weather 
and warm winds, of July, forced the 
grain to ripen without sufficient mois- 
ture, Consequently the heads aé a 
general rule are rather short. There 
are, however, some éplendid’ samples 
of spring wheat where good: farming 
has been practised, but there are pain- 
ful instances where the seed waa sown 
late on stubble that had! been gone 
ovér with a disk and) a good: crop: of. 
grass. is all the farmer gets for his 
pains. 

The oat crop has a stunted growth, 
owing to the prolonged: wet weather of 
June and: the su vent drouth. In 
spite of this the heads seem well filled 
out and may yield very good samples 
of grain. Oats sown early on irrigated 
lands will be a good crop. Everywhere 
your ‘correspondent hears the remark, 
“We cannot begin to grow oats bere 
ube you can in the Edmonton dis- 
rict,”’ 

Three Crops of Alfcifa. 

The irrigated lands in the Lethbridge 
district have a lyxuriant verdure at 
present, but this is no disparagement 
of the non-irrigated lands, The inri- 
gation system has its drawbacks as 
well as its advantages. The «prin 
wheat, fur example, shows grea 
growth, but the ripening process has 
been retarded and the grain runs a 
chance of being caught by the inevit- 
able frost, which may be hushed into. 
silence but cannot be. avoided, There ’ 
is one crop, however, which irrigation 
assists wonderfully. This is alfalfa. 
In the irrigated area. the second. crop 
is now being cut and prospecta are 
good for a bountiful third crop. The 
large stacks of the first crop are stand; 
ing in the fields and would appear. to 
be sufficient for one year without hat, 
vesting two additional céops. 

The potatoes in both the irgigated 
and non-irrigated districts are very 
backward this year apd @ very poor 
crop is expected. The Chinamen are 
having a iairly successful year for 
market gardening. 

Scientific Farming. 

This district seems to call for sciea- 
tific farming and those who practise 
it yeur in and year out profit accord 
ingly.

WORTH MILLIONS TO 
WESTERN ‘FARMERS 


Rains in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
Save the Oat Crep and. improve 
Wheat Yicld—Without Precipita- 
tien Oats Would. Have Been Sad 
Failure. ,

Winnipeg. Ang. 13~—Steady rains 
worth millions of dollars to the west- 
ern farmers fell during «the last 24 
hours. throughout the greater part of 
Southern and Central Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba and should prove a po- 
tent factor in aaving the oat crop. 
Probably the rain added two or three 
bushels yer acre: to nruchy of Ahe 
apring wheat crop, which was not too 
far advanced to benefit. It is only on 
light lands where cultivation is poor 
that spring wheat showed full effect 
of drought by ripening in the etraw 
before the ear was matured. 

The heavy precipitation. will: fatten 
out the heade in wheat not due for a 
week or more, But its greatest effect 
will be'on the oat crop which in many 
parts looked like the biggest failure 
in several years. The oats had not 
sufficient start to weather successfully 
four weeks’ drought. and the blistering 
heat had consequefitly headed out the 
grain with the straw soe short as to 
make it very: difficult to cut while 
the grain is undeveloped and starved. 

The plentiful rainfall will give the 
crop another start and shoukl bring 
the general oat average up to a re- 
spectuble total if not up to the aver- 
age of the past decade. But for the 
rain the oat crop muét have been a 
sad failure. 


IMPERIAL GEOGRAPHY. 


Elaborate System to be Introduced in 
the Schools. 


Ottawa, Aug. 12--The {mperial move- 
ment, started some years ago by repre- 
sentatives of the Colonial and Indian 
office to introduce into the sehools of 
the empire a system of elaborately il- 
lustrated geography lessons dealing 
with various parte of His Majesty's 
dominions, has now reached Canada, 
The committee which was formed.with 
ford Meath as chairman, and which 
has the active support of the colonial 
Office authorities, chose two years ago 
Mr. A. Hugh Fisher, a distinguished 
London artist, to take charge of the 
preparation of an elaborate series of 
lantern hides, photographs, ete., illus- 
trative of the geographical, social and 
commercial features of all the com- 
ponent parts of the empire. These are 
to be published under the supervision 
of the central committee, of which Mr. 
H. J. MacKinder, a prowinent Brit- 
ish educationist, is chairman, and éold 
at the bare cost of reproduction to the 
schools of the empire. Mr. Fisher, af- 
ter spending a year in India, where 
he has prepared a spleadid eollection 
of color sketches, photographs, etc., 
has now come to Canada to continue 
the work. During the past week he has 
been in tha capital consulting with 
Mr. MacKinder, whois now on a visit 
to Canada. The plan of campaign for 
the preparation of # most comprehen- 
sive series of Canadian pictures, has 
been mapped out, and Mr. Fisher is 
How goiig to the west to portray for 
the henefit of the school children of 
the British Isles and other parte of 
the empire a graphic series of geogra- 
phy lessons on the resources, physical 
features and general characteristics of 
the “granary of the empire."

Breaking for Winter Wheat. 

A feature of the Lethbridge district 
is the very considerable areas that are 
being broken jor winter wheat. It is 
eatimated that the acreage next year 
will be about 30 per cent. greater than 
what it was this year, and that the 
new yeehins will form from 25 per 
cent, to 30 per cent. of the land now 
under cultivation. The Wilson farm, 
which is worked by J. McGann, had 
1,000 acres of winter wheat this year 
and considerable breaking is being 
done with a view to increasing this 
acreage. A. L. Foster has 1,000 acres 
prepared for winter wheat. Most of 
this, was seeded by the first of August 
and when ¢een today the shoots were 
fully four inches high. 

“In thie field of 585 acres,”’ said Mr. 
Foster, “I expect 25,000 bushels cf 
frain next season if we get anything 
like a fair crop.” e 

Mr. Foster will seed down 550 acres 
to spring wheat next year and will 
then have almost his entire farm under 
cultivation. 

Early Delivery at Winnipeg. 

Last year a total of 392,800 bushels 
oi grain were shipped from the Leth- 
bridge district according to the report 
ot the station agent. This year the 
umount of grain available for ship- 
mefht is expected to be increased by 
about 10 per cent. Owing to the very 
carly harvest of this district a great 
deal of the grain will be shipped to 
Wibnipeg in time to take advantage 
of the spring quotations. Later, when 
the rush of grain is at its height the 
usual slump in prices will occur and 
all grain which reaches the market 


then will be sold) at a considerably 
lower figure. Lethbridge seems to 
have the “bull” by the horns this 
season, 


Lethbridge Experimental Farm. 
This article on the Lethbridge die- 
trict would not be complete without 


some mention of the work of W. H 
Fairfield is ably directing on the 
Lethbridge expermental farm. Of all 


the experimental stations established in 
Canada under the Dominion depart 
ment of agriculture this one is unique 
in that on it are conducted experiments 
in two distinct systems of farming. On 
100 Acres of the farm the land is culti- 
vated under the irrigation system and 
300 acres under the system known as 
non-irrigating or “dry farming.” This 
proportion is probably chosen because 
only about one-quarter of the farming 
landé in the district are irrigable. Kx- 
periments in duplicate are made in 
the leading varieties of winter wheat, 
pring wheat, oats and barley, 
Special attention has been given on 
the farm to winter wheat. In Southern 
Alberta it has been grown successfully 
from.July, to December and with vary- 
ing amounts of eced from a ‘“volun- 
teer” seeding to two bushels to the 
acre. Tt is, the work. of the experi- 
mental farm to determine the best time 
to sow and the proper amount of seed 
required per acre. Plots have been 
sown, two weeke apart, from the 1$th 
of July to December. Last year the 
grain sown August 15 and 30 gave the 
best results. As to the rate of seeding 
per acre, a series of plots were planted 
beginning with fifteen pounds of seed 
per acre until two bushels of seed was 
reached.

Dupraw Woman Ran Away With 
arried Man When 14 Years Oid, 


Fort William, Ont., Aug, 12.—More 
mystery than ever now surrvunds the 
disappearance of the Dupraw girl and 
the relations of the Dupraw family. 
The woman, who lived for years here 
as Mrs. Dupraw, and who has been 
written about as being possibly con- 
cerned in the disappearance of the bit- 
tle girl Olive at Pine station over a 
month ago, is now living in Fort Wil- 
liam with her husband, After the re- 
port appeared in the Times-Journal 
yesterday thet she was here, a repre- 
sentative sought her out this morning 
at her home. on Victoria avenue. 
“No, I am not Mrs. Dupraw nor nev- 
er was,” was the rather startling an- 
swer to what was naturally the first 
question. “I am Mrs. William Sheek 
and have been married to him for 
three years, No, I was never married 
to Dupraw, and he has a wife and a 
grown-up son in Saginaw, Michigan, 
the story of how I came to live as 
Mrs, Dupraw for so many years and 
finally decided to 'eave him, would 
you like to hear it? Well, I'll tell 
you. 


Ran Away at Fourteen, 

“T dived as a girl in Saginaw, and 
when I was not quite fourteen years 
old, 1 was persuaded to run away from 
home by the man Dupraw, I was too 
young to comprehend what I was do- 
ing, and for all those’ years I lived a 
life of reproach. He dare not marry 
me, and understand that I was a 
mother at 15. Finally it was more 
than I could stand, and I left home 


and went to work in Port Arthur at 
the Brunswick hotel. Mr. Sheek is a 
structural ironworker, and when he 


wished to marry me I accepted, and 
we were married by Rev. Mr, Walker, 
of Port Arthur, As soon Qs we were 
married we went to Chicago to live, 
and have been there ever since, al- 
though common report has had me 
living in Duluth, I knew nothing 
about the disappearance of the little 
girl until ‘my husband, who wae work- 
ing on elevator “D,” sent mea paper 
containing the account of it.

EXPLORER'S PERISHED. 


Danish Expedition Lost in Greentand— 
Esquimau Brings News. 


Copenhagen, Aug. 12—Mylius Erich- 
xen, the Danish explorer, has met his 
death in the far north. According to 
information just received in a telegram 
to the committee of the Denmark-Green- 
land expedition. Erichsen and two of his 
companions that sailed from Copenha- 
gen with him on June 24, (906, to the 
unexplored regions of the northeastern 
coast of Greenland, perished in # snow- 
storm, The three men were on an ex- 
pedition over the ice when disaster over- 
took them. 

The exploring party had mapped out 
large tracts of unknown land and 
charted the entire northeastern coast 
of Greenland. Erichsen and his com- 
panions were on an ice floe when they 
were overtaken by the snowstorm. The 
floe drifted out to sea, The provisions 
of the explorers soon became exhaysted 
and they drifted for some days, growing 
weaker and weaker. When the floe was 
finally driven back to land, the three 
men did not have sufficient strength to 
return to the station, They must have 
perished on the shore. The Esquimau 
who brought in the news of the disaster 
arrived at the station in a dying condi- 
tion, and succumbed immediately after 
naking his report.
